Except in rare instances, the only 
cities that I know pf that have gotten 
new industries are those that have 
really gone to work on the problem, 
I takes a lot of time, money and 
manpower to attract new industry 
and up to this point Hamlin has been 
short on all three. For the most part it 
has been a case of “ let George do it." 
You can find a lot of people who want 
more industry in Hamlin but you have 
a hard turn- finding very many that 
want to take - the responsibility for 
securing it. 
Of 
course, 
one 
of 
the 
biggest 
problems we have faced has been 
keeping one of our biggest industries 
here — this is the hospital. Most of the 
people who would probably be in­ 
volved in an effort to attract new' 
industry to Hamlin have been tied up 
just trying to keep our hospital open 
and trying to secure doctors. 
These men have kind ot been in the 
position of the fellow who found 
himself hip deep in alligators 
it is 
hard for him to rem em ber that the 
original objective was to drain the 
swamp. They are all interested in 
securing more industry for Hamlin 
but their biggest challenge has been 
to keep this most vital industry alive 
and well. 
If Hamlin is to attract new industry, 
it must com e up with an organized 
effort 
to 
establish 
an 
Industrial 
F oundation, to se c u r e v o lu n teer 
workers to m ake contacts and write 
letters 
and 
train 
the 
leadership 
needed to put forth a well organized 
campaign. 
All of this lakes tim e and money 
and the only ones that can furnish this 
time and m oney are you, the citizens 
of Hamlin.

Moore told the councilmen at 
the previous meeting that this 
was the first general rate in­ 
crease in the 50-year history of 
the company. The company is 
seeking the increase in all of the 
cities it serves The company 
reported Monday that it had 
been granted the increase in 
over 70 of the cities it serves 
H ie company was granted the 
increase in each step of the 
re s id e n tia l, c o m m e rc ia l and 
industrial rates and the ap­ 
plication of a fuel adjustment 
c lau se to m u n icip a l 
w ater 
pumping rates.

March I. 1973, will not apply to
